Canadian Headquarters in France, 
Oct. 2—Reports that the rank and file 
of the enemy troops have a great 
longing for peace is 
confirmed 
by 
every prisoner captured. One of their 
chief grievances is the failure of their 
higher officers to take risks. 
Even 
company commanders 
freely depute 
to the under officers their duty while 
in the trenches and remain well back 
from the front. 
This is so different from the rela­ 
tions between our officers 
and men 
that 
it is freely impressed 
on the 
minds of the Germans on every 
oc­ 
casion when 
there 
is hand-to-hand 
fighting, in which our officers invari­ 
ably lead their men, while the Ger­ 
man officers seldom do so. 
They are 
not actuated by fear, and it must be 
assumed that they are obeying orders 
in thus 
hanging back. 
Very great 
losses of the German officers class 
early in the war have made it neces­ 
sary to conserve their leaders. What­ 
ever is the reason for their failure to 
take risks as great as those to which 
their men are subjected the latter are 
deeply discontented.

Washington, Oct. 2—Ten million 
soldier! will be India’s contribution to 
the Allied cause, according to a letter 
presented to President Wilson to-day. 
It came from Sir S. Subramaniem, 
leader of the Indian home rule move­ 
ment, and declares the soldiers will 
be 
provided if the British 
Empire 
will accord India civil privileges such 
as those accorded 
Canada and Aus­ 
tralia. The letter was referred to the 
State Departm ent.» It was brought to 
Washington by Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Hetchner, American writers and lec­ 
turers, who have lived for 16 years in 
India. 
Last December 
in India Congress 
and the All-India Moslem League held 
a joint convention of 5,000 delegates 
in Madras, the letter asserts. 
This 
meeting passed a resolution asking 
King George to promise in a proclama­ 
tion that 
India would no longer be 
treated as a subject nation after the 
war. 
“It is the 
very relationship of the 
Indian nationalist 
movement to the 
war that urges 
the necessity for an 
immediate 
promise of home 
rule,” 
the letter states, “as it would result 
in an offer from India of at least 5,- 
000,000 men in three months for ser­ 
vice at the front and of 5,000,000 more 
in another three months.’*

COAL TO CANADA 
IS NOW STOPPED 


Garfield Orders All at 
Ports Diverted to 
Northwest. 


Washington, Oct. 2—All shipments 
of coal into Canada from American 
lake ports were ordered stopped by 
Fuel Administrator Garfield, to divert 
the coal from these ports to meet fuel 
shortage in the Northwest. 
The order also directs that produc­ 
ers shall fulfill contracts for delivery 
of coal to Lake Erie ports for trans­ 
shipment, directs all handling agen­ 
cies to expedite shipments and forbids 
the reconsignment of such coal to 
any points either in the United States 
or Canada other than the Northwest. 
Dr. Garfield thus brpught 
to 
an 
abrupt end a situation that for weeks 
has been drawing bitter protests from 
the Northwestern States. 
The coal 
shortage, there is acute and will be­ 
come far more serious unless the sup­ 
ply flows steadily from now until lake 
navigation closes about two months 
hence. 
When the diversion 
coal to Can­ 
ada first was protested against, Dr. 
Garfield announced that the Exports 
Council would be asked to license no 
shipments to Canada without consult­ 
ation with 
the fuel administration. 
The Canadian buyers 
continued 
to 
drain the lake ports 
of their coal, 
however, and of 180,000 tons snipped 
daily on Hike carriers only about 53,- 
000 tons have 
been 
reaching 
the 
Northwest. To meet the needs of the 
section the 
daily shipments should 
average 150,000 tons. 
Monday Senator Kellogg, of Minne­ 
sota, had a long conference with the 
administrator and urged that drastic 
action be taken immediately. There 
followed the order through which Dr. 
Garfield, 
exercising 
the 
unlimited 
power conferred 
upon him 
by the 
President under the food control act, 
embargoes shipments to Canada and 
directs the movement of coal in the 
■ United States.
